Jimmy  Allen,  president  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  will 
speak  on  the  value  of  theological  edu¬ 
cation  at  the  event.  Charles  A.  Carter, 
Jackson,  Miss.,  attorney  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  seminary’s  t^rd  of  trus¬ 
tees  will  install  Pinson.  A  number  of 
denominational  leaders  will  partici¬ 
pate. 


Alexander  visited  the  Baptist  sen^ 
n^  at  Lusaka,  where  he  metihe  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  the  twelve  Zambian 
couples  who  live  and  study  on  the 
campus.  “There  are  only  four  full¬ 
time  pastors  for  80  churchM  in  the  n^ 
tion,  so  the  seminary  is  seeking  to  train 
new  leaders,”  he  said. 

At  Livingstone,  Alexander  saw  Vic¬ 
toria  Falls,  and  visited  Lonnie  ai^ 
Fran  Turner,  missionaries  in  their 
first  term  of  service.  Because  of  a 
drought,  there  is  a  scarcity  of  food  in 
the  Livingstone  area,  and  some  are 
starving.  Knowing  this,  Alexander  left 
most  of  his  clothes  in  Lusaka  and 
packed  his  suitcase  with  fresh  vegeta¬ 
bles  for  the  Turners. 

“Because  the  Zambian  government 
is  bankrupt,”  he  said,  “there  is  a  food 
shortage  all  across  the  country. 
Shelves  in  stores  are  only  20  percent 
full,  and  the  meat  counters  are  empty. 
Mi^onary  wives  spend  at  least  30  per 
cent  of  their  time  shopping  for  food,  so 
that  their  families  will  have  something 
to  eat.  They  are  very  creative  in  using 
what  they  have. 

“When  one  of  the  missionaries  cam 

in  with  a  big  sack  of  tea,  I  asked  him 
why  he  bought  so  much.  He  said  it 
might  be  all  he  could  find  in  two  or 
three  years.” 

Alexander  drove  to  Serenje  with 
Jerry  and  Dorothy  Hubbard,  Missis- 
sippians  from  Tate  County.  Hubbard  is 
an  evangelist  at  the  mission  station 
there  and  he  and  his  wife  live  on  Kalwa 
Farm,  an  agricultural  experiment  sta¬ 
tion. 

Leaders  from  the  six  Baptist 
churches  in  the  Serenje  area  came  to 
the  conference  center  that  has  been 
built  on  the  farm;  Alexander  directed 
a  weekend  stewardship  emphasis  for 
them,  along  with  Don  McNeely,  mis¬ 
sionary. 

Kalwa  Farm  is  near  the  memorial 
where  David  Livingstone’s  heart  was 
buried.  The  3,000-acre  estate  was 
given  to  the  Baptists  by  Malcolm  Mof¬ 
fat,  great-grandson  of  David  Moffat 
whose  daughter  married  Livingstone. 

Tom  and  Lucille  Waddell,  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries,  manage  the 
farm.  Alexander  said  that  the  Moffat 
furniture  was  left  at  the  farm  house 
when  the  Moffats  died  in  the  ilDO’s. 
“The  walls  were  built  16  inches  thick, 
to  keep  out  the  heat.  The  water  comes 
from  an  irrigation  ditch,  and  Mrs. 
Waddell  cooks  on  a  wood  stove.  Their 
electricity  goes  off  at  10  p.m.  On  the 
farm  they  grow  com,  vegetables,-soy- 
beans,  citrus  fruits,  and  fresh  pineap¬ 
ple.” 

Because  of  the  country’s  bankrupt 
status,  the  roads  are  full  of  potholes, 
Alexander  said,  and  broken  down  cars 
are  left  stranded  all  along  the  roads 
because  people  cannot  get  parts  to  re¬ 
pair  them. 

When  he  and  Don  McNeely,  business 
manager  of  the  mission  at  Lusaka, 
were  75  miles  from  the  nearest  town  or 

Baptists  Respond 
To  India  Disaster 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  Baptists 
from  around  the  world  have  contri¬ 
buted  over  $300,000  to  relief  efforts  in 
India  following  November’s  devastat¬ 
ing  tidal  wave  that  left  thousands  dead 
and  hundreds  of  thousands  homeless. 

In  the  city  of  Baptla  more  than  100 
people  were  buried  when  the  church 
building  they  sought  shelter  in  col¬ 
lapse.  But  in  Koduru,  a  pastor.  Ids 
family  and  100  others  perche  on 
beams  and  rafters  of  a  church  saw  the 
water  rise  to  within  inches  of  their  feet 
—  and  the  mud  walls  held. 

Government  reports  put  the  number 
of  dead  at  about  29,000,  while  BBC 
reio  put  the  figure  at  100,000. 

Now  the  real  work  of  rescue  and  re¬ 
habilitation  goes  on,  according  to  a  re¬ 
port  from  the  Baptist  World  Alliance 
Relief  and  Development  Division.  Or¬ 
phaned  children,  widows  and  the  ^ed 
must  be  cared  for,  homes,  hospitals 
and  schools  must  be  rebuilt.  Esti¬ 
mated  costa  for  building  concrete 
block  houses  is  $103  each.

After  dark,  there  is  much  lawless¬ 
ness  and  many  homes  have  been  rob¬ 
bed.  Also,  the  hospitals  were  ineffi¬ 
cient.  Ruby  Fulbright,  missionary  at 
Kitwe,  had  thought  she  would  go  to 
Malawi  when  her  baby  was  bom,  but 
she  was  allowed  to  go  to  a  hospital 
owned  by  a  capper  fnine. 

"The  government  is  socialist;  the 
political  philosophy  is  humanism.  The 
religions  of  the  country  include 
animism,  Catholicism,  Hinduism. 
Many  people  do  not  believe  in  or  prac¬ 
tice  any  religion,”  Alexander  said. 

He  said  that  the  missionaries  in 
Zambia  are  “noble  examples  of  dedi¬ 
cated  and  committed  servants  of  our 
Lord  serving  in  trying  times  and 
places.  We  who  love  and  appreciate 
them  can  hold  them  up  in  our  prayers, 
and  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
guarantee  that  their  heavy  load  will  be 
made  a  little  lighter.”

Medical  Center  of  Oklahoma  Inc.,  a 
nonprofit,  nonstock  corporation  com¬ 
posed  primarily  of  Baptist  laymen  and 
ministerB. 

Transfer  of  the  three  smaller  hospi- 
UU  is  subject  to  certain  cendiUons 
imposed  by  the  convenUon  and  to  ttie 
approval  of  the  Oklahoma  Health 
Planning  Commission.  The  hospitals 

will  continue  to  be  identified  as  Baptist 

hoapitab. 


Conditions  for  transfer  are:  1.  The 
Oklahoma  Health  Care  Corporation 
will  assume  and  “hold  (the  conven¬ 
tion  )  harmless”  from  all  debts,  obliga¬ 
tions  and  claims  related  to  the  hospi¬ 
tals;  2.  All  members  and  directors  of 
the  OHCC  must  be  members  of  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  churches  cooperating  with 
the  convention;  3.  The  election  of 
OH<X  directors  is  subject  to  approval 
by  the  convention  or  its  board  of  direc¬ 
tors;  4.

flsimsil  resurrection  injt^tions  have  to  do  with  life  in  this  world  and 
the  responsibilities  that  are  ours  presently;  namely,  to  feed 
His  sh^,  to  be  His  witnesses,  and  to  go  into  all  the  world  making  disciples  and 
baptiii^  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit. 

’This  is  not  to  say  that  Jesus  was  uninterested  in  the  life  beyond  this  life  or  felt 
that  it  had  no  place  in  a  vision  of  hope.  It  is  rather  a  way  of  saying  that  we  really 
do  lose  the  proportion  of  things  when  in  the  midst  of  the  here  and  now  we  become 
so  preoccupied  with  the  next  life  that  we  neglect  the  opportunities  to  grow  and  the 
ch^enges  to  serve  that  go  with  this  stage  of  our  development. 

There  is  [UTifound  sense  in  which  the  higher  always  rests  on  the  lower  which 
means  that  until  you  ha  ve  mastered  the  first  grade,  you  are  in  no  position  to  think 
about  the  challenges  of  the  second  grade. 

I  feel  that  the  people  who  are  so  obsessed  with  the  next  life  and  with  the  exact 
details  of '  ‘the  furniture  of  Heaven  or  the  temperature  of  Hell”  are  getting  ahead 
of  themselves  and  failing  todo-those  things  that  are  most  necessary. 

I  agree  with  McEUvaney :  the  things  that  Jesus  talked  about  when  He  returned 
from  the  ^ave  underline  the  fact  that  Ufe  after  bfrth  and  life  before  death  should 
be  our  primal  concerns  now.  ’The  "lessons”  appropriate  to  this  “grade”  of  our 
development  are  learning  to  love  God  with  all  our  heart  and  mind  and  soul  and 
strength,  and  our  neighbor  as  ourselves ;  we  need  to  give  ourselves  wholly  to  the 
loving,  feeding  the  sheep  that  Jesus  talked  about,  and  being  agents  of  His  recon¬ 
ciliation. 

If  we  are  faithful  mastering  these  disciplines,  then,  as  Jesus  said,  we  will  be
